"Old  Oaken  Bucket”  only  to  have  victory  snatched 
from  our  grasp  during  the  final  minutes  of  play.

This  year  the  George  Washington  High  School  Cadet  Corps  has  taken  another  step  forward. 

We  were  organized  in  the  fall  by  our  new  P.  M.  S.  & T.,  Captain  F.  J.  Cunningham,  U.  S.  Marine  Corps. 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Billy  Payne  headed  the  Corps  until  his  graduation  in  February,  and  Cecil  Spaulding  com- 
manded the  Auxiliary  Unit.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  first  semester  was  the  trip  made  to  Chancellorsville, 
Virginia,  by  the  officers  to  visit  the  Civil  War  battlefields. 

On  December  19,  1941,  Colonel  Kelland  from  the  War  Department  inspected  the  Corps,  which  gave 
an  excellent  account  of  itself  in  the  review  staged  in  the  Colonel’s  honor. 

In  February,  1942,  Billy  Deeton  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel,  Cecil  Spaulding  being 
promoted  to  Major  of  the  Auxiliary  at  the  same  time.  Second  Lieutenant  J.  L.  Green,  U.  S.  Army  Infantry 
Reserve,  succeeded  Captain  Cunningham  as  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics. 

The  Cadets  participated  in  the  pageant  given  at  the  January  Commencement,  enacting  the  part  of  the 
soldiers  of  the  first  World  War.  This  pageant  portrayed  the  American  way  and  spirit  at  various  critical  times 
in  our  history  and  was  well  received  by  a capacity  audience.  Boys  and  girls  of  the  Cadet  Corps  ushered  at 
Commencement  too. 

The  climaxes  of  the  year  for  the  Corps  were  the  annual  Competitive  Drills  with  Washington-Lee  High 
School  of  Arlington,  Virginia,  May  15,  1942,  and  with  Randolph-Macon  Academy  May  9,  1942. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Cadet  Corps  feel  that  we  have  the  responsibility  of  setting  an  example  of  alert 
patriotism  for  our  fellow  students,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  discharge  this  duty  faithfully.
